spread and increasing nnd that it may 
not be wise to defer too long the offer of 
friendly interveuiion to save life on both 
sides. 


"It has been discovered here that, while 


there is no loss of appreciation of the at- 
titude of (treat Britain toward the Unit- 
ed States during the war with Spain 
and a strong inclination to let the British 
go on and settle their own difficulties in 
their own way, there is making for the 
Boers n strong feeling of sympathy be- 
r.'uise they have at least a nominal re- 
public. 


"On the Republican side tho feeling is 


not so strong us it is on the Democratic 
side, where almost every man is a Boer 
.sympathizer. This situation undoubted- 
ly arises from a desin; on the part of the 
Republicans to avoid pressing a course 
(hat uill conlliet 
w i t h Ml. McKiidey's 


policy. The Democrats may take advan- 
tage of this knowledge to press the Boer 
side in order to embarrass the adminis- 
tration."

BritUli Home 1'roblenia. 


London, Feb. 7-—Spenser Wilkinson, in 


The Morning Post, discusses the problem 
of arming the nation at home, lie says: 


"There is now such intense and wide- 


spread interest in the army ami fts man- 
agement that the nation has itself to 
thank if the solving of 
the problem 


should not be the history of the next few 
months." 


Jle proceeds to argue that "conscription 


would he valueless unless the general 
management of the army were first re- 
modeled.'' On this point h<> says: 


"A war office that for HO years has not 


known what to do with the volunteers 
wnnhl not know what to do with half :r 
million conscripts."

£lis voice is generally the strongest part 
of him, and almost every other organ 
buffers before his throat does. The public 
does not know how many there are who 
tiy aiiLtioueeiing and who Cud that they 
cannot hold out. 
The voice of evciy 


man is not suited for continuous work. 
Auctioneer work means several houis of 
constant vocal exercise each day. 


"The reas>ou the preacher's throat goes 


back on him now and then, and it does. 
is that his use o£ the vocal chords is not 
(onstant. for ordinarily the greater ef- 
fort is seldom more than once a week. 
Another thing that operates against the 
preachers and in favor of the auctioneer 
is that the preacher seldom speaks in 
the open air, while the auctioneer finds 
tho most iibe for his voice in the open 
air. 
Open air is the most wonderful 


strengthener of the voice. 
-V rearked ex- 


ample of this is the fact that circus per- 
formers and circus followers generally, 
who work in tents aud open air, never 
have sore throats."—Washington, Star.

This teature of the 
economics of a great city's affairs has 
grown to great proportions, aud some- 
times single loads contaiu as nmch as 2i* 
or ;iu tons of paper, all marked with \\ iit- 
iliS-lucUloutally the spread of contagion by 
this method is effectually prevented. \Vheu 
the writing has disappeared *rom the 
sheets, so have all vestiges of life. 


The refuse collected aids in making dif- 


ferent varieties of paper, and the careful 
sorting process that must be employed 
constitutes one of tbe chief items of ex- 
pense in using this material. The stuff 
which comes from correspondence offices 
goes in part to make writing paper. The 
collections from newspaper headquarters, 
containing wood pulp, must be used for 
other purposes. All paper scrap is mixed 
with large proportions of fresh mateiial 
in the manufacture of fresh white sheets. 
—New York Mail and Express.

About the Beat Stimulant 
People Can Have. 


Many persons regard the winter season 


as an unfortunate visitation. It is con- 
sidered both uncomfortable to the body 
and harmful to health. This is an error. 
Cold is a most potent agent for the res- 
toration and preservation of normal ac- 
tivity on the part of the organs of the 
human body. It is a wise plan of provi- 
dence which gives us a change of sea- 
sons. The winter cold comes as a tonic 
to repair the injuries done by the en- 
ervating heat of summer. Summer, it is 
true, has many wise uses in the matter of 
health 
It induces outdoor life, rids the 


system of poisons through copious per- 
spiration uud through the scorching rays 
of sun destroys germ life. 


Winter is the great bracer of the sys- 


tem. It stimulates activity .in every or- 
gan. When cold attacks the surface of 
the body, the blood is set into more free 
circulation as a means of bodily warmth. 
It is through the circulation of the blood 
that the lunaau anatomy is kept in a 
state of repair. When the food has been 
digested and converted into liquid Wrm, 
it is taken up by the blood and carried 
the rounds of the system for the purpose 
of repairing the waste places. When the 
cold causes increased circulation, it also 
brings about more perfect nutrition. 


Man's face and hands illustrate how 


weatherproof the body becomes when ex- 
posed to air. Continued activity in circu- 
lation en the surface, caused, by the air 
corning in contact with the skin, tends 
to nourish and thicken the skin. Thus 
man's skin grows thicker in winter just 
as animals are supplied with a double 
coot of fur. The savages who dwell bare- 
headed in the o-peu air are seldom, if 
ever, known to be afflicted with bald 
heads, while, with the civilian who shields 
his scalp from air, baldness is prevalent.

their bodies, became, through long expo- 
sure, so inured to the cold that it gave 
them but little discomfort.—St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

If a German passed 
a sentry box or a royal palace pipe in 
mouth, he was mulcted 5 thalers, The 
smoking of cigars in public was deemed 
particularly offensive, and judges fre- 
quently imposed an extra thaler on the 
person guilty of smoking such an article. 
In Germany the cigar came to be con- 
sidered "the correct thing" only after the 
introduction of matches. It was easier 
to light a cigar than a pipe by the new- 
fangled agency; hence the cigar increas- 
ed in popularity and became gradually 
recognized as the superior of the pipe iu 
a "social way." 


But "liberty to smoke" is not yet uni- 


versal in Germany or elsewhere. 
In 


Berlin, Munich and other capitals, in- 
cluding Vienna, army officers and soldiers 
are forbidden to smoke in the principal 
streets through •which members of the 
royal family are liable to drive. 
If iu 


other streets they see a royal carriage 
approaching, they must throw away their 
cigars.— Newark Call.

The pemmican is lean meat, dried 
nnd ground to powder and compressed 
into n block and. like the cocoa paste, 
may be eaten as it is or dissolved in hot 
water. It comes into the depot iu tierces 
of 1,000 pounds each, and every tierce 
is divided into 4,000 rations. • It will 
keep almost indefinitely, so that wherever 
the British soldier goes on active service 
he is well provided.—London Chronicle.
